Dr. Mario Gattoni CelU, 
secretary of an International 
Academy for Mediterranean 
Btudiet here, said either the 
ancient Etruscans or the ev en 
more ancient Pelasgians got 
to the New World first. 
If it was the Etruscan nav ­ 
igators in t h e i r felucca- 
rigged, red-sailed ships, they 
did it in the 7 th Century 
B.C., more than 2,000 y ears 
before Columbus, 
according 
to Dr. Gattoni Celli. 
And if it was the old Medi­ 
terranean-rov ing Pelasgians, 
they did it in the 12th Cen­ 
tury B.C. and beat ev en the 
Etruscans by 5 00 y ears. 
Genoa Unmov ed 
This sort of sour note is of­ 
ten heard hereabouts on the 
ev e of Columbus Day . Up in 
the 
old 
nav igator’s 
home 
town of Genoa, plans for the 
annual Columbus celebration 
were going ahead unabashed. 
Dr. Gattoni Celli said the 
academy had heard from at 
least two foreign research 
ex perts who agre^ that both 
Columbus and Leif Ericson 
were latecomers to America. 
He said Margaret Simmons, 
a graduate of Trinity Univ er­ 
sity in 
San .Antonio, Tex .. 
and Prof. Rosi de Tariffi of 


Valera, Venezuela, had found 
similar indications of v ery 
e ar l y Mediterranean influ­ 
ence on the Central and South 
American civ ilizations. 
Influenced Rome 
The 
Etruscans flourished 
in central Italy hundreds of 
y ears before the R o m an s , 
s ai l e d ov er trade routes 
throughout the Mediterranean 
and passed on much of their 
culture to early Rome. 
The Pelasgians were an 
early Caucasian people who 
ispread 
across 
Greece 
to 
jsouthem Italy and S p ai n 
jbefore the day s when the 
iGreeks started establishing 
¡colonies in Sicily . 
Dr. Gattoni Cell! cited a 
similarity In the poly gonal 
walls of early Italy and some 
in Peru and Colombia, an d 
similar burial urn lids In the 
form of a head found at Hiusl 
in Italy , Chimu in Peru and 
Augustin in Colombia. 
He 
said there were other strik­ 
ing similarities in jewelry , 
piitery and tomb designs in 
the two regions. 
But whether it was the Vik­ 
ings, the J apanese (who some 
sources say crossed to what 
is now Alaska), the Etruscans 
or the Pelasgians, the sup­ 
porters of Columbus are treat­ 
ing all claims with dignified 
skepticism. 
“ The most suiprising thing 
about all these claims,” said 
Genoa May or Augusto Pedul- 
i la, “ is their monotony .” 


A n o t h e r entry into the 
sweepstakes, supporting Co­ 
lumbus, is J ustice Michael A. 
Musmanno of the Pennsy lv an­ 
ia Supreme Court. He un­ 
v eiled his case in Philadel­ 
phia Monday night: a book he 
has written which disputes 
Yale Univ ersity ’s t h e o r y , 
based on an old map of the 
world, that Ericson was the 
discov erer. 
Musmanno, a trustee of the 
Italian Historical Society of 
America, say s Yfrfe’s Vinland 
Map is full of holes — worm­ 
holes. 
Yale researchers said their 
map was bound up in a v ol­ 
ume with two manuscripts an­ 
tedating Columbus’ v oy age by 
about 5 0 y ears. Later t h e 
three were 
separated, but 
wormholes in the map and two 
manuscripts prov ed the three 
were once bound together, the 
Yale men say . 
The Vinland Map outlined 
Greenland and an i s l an d 
southwest of it. 
Musmanno said, “ I found 
when 1 studied the map that 
not only do the wormholes not 
coincide, but not one of the 
slithery worms was sufficient­ 
ly interested in the Vinland 
Map and the alleged two ac­ 
company ing manuscripts to 
eat through the two docu­ 
ments, which would be t h e 
only way of prov ing the three 
documents were bound to­ 
gether at one time.”

U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture forecasters p e gge d 
the corn crop as of Oct. 1 as 
three bushels per acre better 
than it appeared a month 
earlier. The new yield esti­ 
mate of 73 bushels per acre 
demolishes the old record of 
67 set in 1965. 
Sorghum Up 
Indicated

sorghum 
yield w'as increased from 65 
to 68 bushels per acre; the 
soybeans 
e s t i m a t e d was 
raised by U 2 bushels per 


.The new boost in corn yield 
estimates was attributed to 
“ideal 
filling 
weather 
for 
corn” in September. Moder­ 
ate temperatures, adequate 
moisture and freezing weath­ 
er that held off until corn had 
matured were the significant 
factors, Nordquist said 
The total corn yield of 308,- 


279 ,000 bushels as currently 
estimated would be the third 
highest of record, exceeded 
only by the 333 million bush­ 
els in 1960 and 318 million, 
bushels in 1969. 
The new record sorghum 
yield of 68 bushels per acre 
compares with a

high of 66 in 1962. The indi­ 
cated total sorghum produc­ 
tion of 137,768,000 bushels tops 
last year’s record 126,9 30,(^ 
bushels.

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Knowing Your Tax Bill

Omission 0! 
Schools 


What mrniy expected is beginning to 
happen—the awakening of home owners to 
the reality of the 1966-67 tax situation. It 
is happening because home owners with 
mortgages ate now beginning to receiv e 
no tices of increases in their monthly pay­ 
ments as a result of the new tax year. One 
sav ings and loan association has raised the 
Ire of county commissioners by neglecting 
to IndiKie the Lincoln School District 
among gov efl*nmental subdiv isions inv olv ed 
in the tax hike. 
The association informs home owners 
that if they don’t like the tax hike, they 
can v isit with the gov ­ 
ernmental subdiv isions 
inv olv ed. Failure to 
mention the school dis­ 
trict as one such sub­ 
div ision, while including the state and 
county, is quite an omission. Coincidentally, 
the attorney for the sav ings and loan as- 
•ociatiofi is also the attorney for the Lincoln 
School District. There is no connection be­ 
tween the two, of course, since the attorney 
did not draw up the association letter but 
it undoubtedly has been an embarrassing 
situati(m for him. 
The rea so n the scho o l 
district is entitled 
to be listed in the matter is because it has 
Impo sed the greatest tax increase of all. 
Its ta x 
income from home owners 
win go up 37 per cent, constituting a 
who pping 85 per cent of the total increase 
to I» feB by property owners. 
In fact, more than half of your total 
ta x bill comes from the Lincoln School 
District. The object here is not to condemn 
lino o ln schools, but rather, to demonstrate 
tf» e growing needs of education and to pro­ 
tect the interests of other gov ernmental 
subdiv isio Ds. 
★ 
In the matter of the latter, the city, 
oouzrty and state ihouid not be held ac- 
oountaUe for a situation ttiat is so domi­ 
nated by education. Taxpayers ought to 
know that these three units of gov ernment 
are not gouging them, are operating at 
minimum lev els in compm-ison with the 
demands made upon them. Throughout all 
departments of operation in these three 
gov ernments, one can find unfulfilled needs 
and serv ices going begging. All three units 
of gov ermnent oouW easly double their aip- 
propriations for streets and highways and 
ftill hav e a long way to go in getting the 
total job done. All three could increase 
employe salaries by substantial amounts 
and still not be out of line. 
In terms o f meeting its needs, the Lin­ 
eó la scho o l sy stem pro ba bly hea ds the list. 


Its salaries are far from the top in the na­ 
tion but they hav e been improv ing and 
probably rate better on a comparativ e basis 
than those in other units of gov ernment. In 
physical plant facilities and programs, the 
schools are far closer to meeting needs and 
demands than are the other units of gov ern­ 
ment. Of course, there Is none who would 
want it any different. None would want 
sacrifices at the lev el of education to pay 
for other gov ernmental programs because 
education has a priority second to none. 
If the situation were rev ersed and we were 
spending most of our money on streets, 
parks, police, etc., then we would hav e 
something to be alarmed about. 
★ 
What, then, is the appropriate reaction 
on the part of taxpayers to the increase in 
mortgage payments they wiU soon be pay­ 
ing? For one thing, taxpayers ought to 
examine their own personal financial posi­ 
tion in complete honesty. They ought to 
compare their tax bill with the rest of their 
expenses of liv ing. 
Is it the tax bill that is getting them 
down or are they liv ing too high on the hog 
in other areas? Hav e they simply raised 
their standard of liv ing to the point where 
they hav en’t any money for payment of 
taxes? If so, are they in order in lament­ 
ing the increasing cost of gov ernment? 
They cannot expect gov ernment for free 
and they could not exist without gov ern­ 
ment. 
Further, they might consider what they 
get for the $300, $500, $800 or whatev er it 
might be they pay a 
year in taxes. Th^ get 
schools, streeta, liWar- 
ies, flood protection, 
soil conserv a/tlon, po­ 
lice and fire protection, protection of their 
property through zoning, a judkdal § y« tem, 
a Humane Society, some hospital fa ttie s, 
a complete recreation program, street 
lights, storm sewers, industrial expansion 
and a host of other things. There is hardly 
one of those items people could liv e with­ 
out in these times. Does the av erage family 
buy throughout a year, or its lifetime, for 
that matter, anything that is a bigger 
bargain? 
It is important for taxpayers to know 
the facts relativ e to the financing of gov ­ 
ernment because it is their money inv olv ed. 
It is equally important that pe^le giv e to 
their gov ernment the same kind ^ con­ 
sideration they giv e to any other important 
element of their liv es. Gov ernment first of 
all has to be understood and condemnation 
should not come without cause. 


At Bargain 
Price 


Court Sentencing Leaves Doubt 


Recent actions in the U.S. District 
Court hav e probably left some people won­ 
dering. Monday, the court imposed a one- 
year prison term and $10,000 fine on a York 
cattle dealer for income tax ev asion. 
The cattle dealer was charged with 
claiming total ld59 income of $5,036.33 when 
It was actually $22,473.60. But two weeks 
ago, the court imposed a $10,000 fine only 
on a prominent Lincoln man. 
In the latter case, the man was charged 
with reporting an income of $40,603 for a 
fiv e-year period when it should hav e been 
$106,002. "^e question, then, is why the case 
Inv olv ing the greater offense was giv en the 
lighter sentence. 
In sentencing the York cattle dealer, 
Federal Judge Robert Van Pelt stated that 
is my judgment that (the defendant) has 


not told the court the truth . . . and I con­ 
sider this an open attempt to defraud the 
gov ernment.” 
There is no question that the judge has 
ev ery right, in fact ev ery responsibility, to 
exercise discretion but was it pn^erly exer­ 
cised in these two cases? When it comes to 
defrauding the gov ernment, one wonders 
which case inv olv es the greater fraud. 
There is no question of Judge Van Pelt’s 
integrity or the sincerity of his conv iction. 
He is not in the practice of exercising per­ 
sonal fav oritism and he is not suspected of 
doing so in these cases. 
TTie two cases simply cause the av erage 
citizen to question the v alidity of the court’s 
position, to ponder the equity of what we 
are inclined to describe as a refined system 
of justice. 


F eeder Battle In Congress 


Ev idence of the continued struggle be­ 
tween meat packers and the bulk of cat­ 
tle feeders showed up in Washington the 
other day in debate ov er a feeder bill in­ 
troduced by I o w a Representativ e Bert 
Bandstra. 
The bill would bar packers hav ing more 
than $1 million in gross annual sales, and 
retail chains engaged in meat packing, 
from engaging in cattle feeding. 
What the bill is aiming at is to end the 
lev erage by which meat prices can be 
controlled. The cattle feeder knows it as 
the practice 
the two so-called offending 
interests to buy on the op e n market 
when prices are low, then to switch to 
their own supplies when prices are high. 
TTiere hav e been outward appearances of 
this in the past. 
The bill is thought to hav e been inspired 
when a group of Iowa packers not long 


ago announced plans to acquire a herd d 
feeder cattle numbering at least 200,000 
head. Among the early objections to the 
measure is that it is an attempt to curb 
nationally a condition that is local to Iowa. 
And eufiice to say that the big Iowa 
fee(ter herd plans hav e been shelv ed. 
Other objections to the measure come 
from large feed lots and from the coopera­ 
tiv es because it would seem to end their 
priv ilege of engaging in the packing busi­ 
ness. Howev er it is generaJly conceded 
that it is essentially unfair for ¡Mrocessors 
or retailers of meat products to Influence 
unduly the prices that are needed by the 
original producers of the beef. 
It does not look at this Juncture as 
though there will be enough supporting 
v oters to pass the measure. But it at least 
has brought the issue to national attention 
and that is an important step toward rem­ 
edy. 


Wheat Production Problem 
After struggling for more 
t h a n two 
decades with surplus wheat production the 
United States came to the realization early 
this year that the surplus was gone, and 
also that current demand called for a sharp 
increase in wheat acres to av ert a crisis. 
A constantly increasing population at 
home and greater use of PL 480 and other 
foreign aid dev ices, plus serious food short­ 
age in China, India, Russia and other coun­ 
tries, either serv ed directly by us or by 
other wheat producing nations, at the ex- 
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pense of the rest cf the world market, con­ 
tributed to the decline of the American 
surplus. Moreov ^ the decline in the num­ 
ber of farmers in this country called for 
^gent action to get the U.S. food factory 
into a higher lev el of production. 
Accordingly the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture last year boosted wheat acre- 
age 32 per cent. The 51.6 million acres per­ 
mitted in 1966 was boosted to 68.2 million 
acres for 1967. Meantime, the price support 
remained at $1.50 a bushel against an open 
market of $1.75. 
Thus the stage was set to make sup­ 
ply meet the demand. 
Now, it appears to the Wall Street 
Journal, that v isions of a 32 per cent in- 
crease m wtwiat production is illusory. Some­ 
thing like 20 per cent increase will be 
realized. The Journal has sent its men into 
Kansas, Nebraska and oUier wheat growing 
sections to get ttie wheat farmer’s jK)int 
of v iew. 
Item I: The producer, hav ing had a 
long and bad experience with surpluses 
doesn’t want them again and in many in­ 
stances is not going along the whole way 
with planned increase in acres. He will not, 
at least, until the gov ernment raises the 
price support by something like 25 cents a 
bushel. He figures the present $1.50 a 
bushel is his break ev en figure. 
Item 2: Much of the wheat is grown 
on a summer fallow basis and for that rea­ 
son the grower can’t readily conv ert to 
full production. Moreov er, the land that has 
been set aside to grass land or non-wheat 
production must be reconditioned for wheat 
and not enough time remains this year to 
get that done.

Politicians' Path 


Leads To Money 


WASHINGTON - This col­ 
umn, Inv estigating a tip that 
Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Oonn., 
had used his political influ­ 
ence to get special conces­ 
sions for a Coimecticut pipe­ 
line, found not Dodd but an­ 
other national figure behind 
the scenes. 
He is Democratic National 
Chairman John B a i l e y, 
whose law f i rm owns a 
5 per cent interest in Jet 
Lines, Inc., which operates 
a pipeline from New Hav en, 
Conn., to Westov er Air Force 
Base, Mass. Badey and his 
partners hav e also collected 
some w h o p p i ng law fees 
from the company, whose 
books last year alone, for 
example, showed a $117,500 
legal bill. 
With Bailey’s help, J e t 
Lines has ov ercome political 
obstacles t ha t had stopped 
other companies from laying 
a pipeline across Connecti­ 
cut. The company not only 
wangled exclusiv e easements 
and price increases out of 
the Air Force, but it also 
obtained special tax benefits, 
ri^t-of-way rulings and oth­ 
er priv ileges from state and 
municipal agencies. 
The authoritativ e Oil and 
Gas Journal, r^Miiing the 
completion of the pipeline in 
Its Ajn U 30, 1962, issue, de­ 
clared: “Considering all the 
obitadefl to Bs conatruction 
and successful operation, the 
fact that the line was bnIB at 
aU is r^narfcable. Sndi a 
line . . . has attracted th e 


interest of sev eral major 
companies. More than one 
has looked at the project 
and backed off. . .

Bailing An Ocean With A Spoon 
WASHINGTON - F or the 
new left it is a contemptible 
too little that cannot sav e a 
decaying social order. For 
the new right it is a blatant 
handout too late to rescue 
a crumbling administration. 
In the widening gap be­ 
tween these two extremes 
the demonstration cities bill 
may be lost. Its a r d e n t 
backers would hardly deny 
it is too little. Taken at face 
v alue it is in the first phase 
a poultice of planning ap­ 
plied to a hodgepodge of 
existing housing and other 
programs that hav e demon­ 
strably failed to cure the ills 
of the great cities. 
Yet anyone who in recent 
months has talked with the 
mayors of many of these 
cities, as this reporter has, 
knows how desperate t hey 
feel the ne e d is. The 
measure authorizes $24,(KM),- 
000 for planniiig an attack 
on each city’s problems and 
toOO,000,000 to be spend ov er 
two years to start carrying 
out those plans. The v ote in 
the House on the bill already 
passed by the Senate, com­ 
ing at the tail end of the 
session, means at best a 
narrow squeak.

WASHINGTON—President 
J o h n s o n had an insur­ 
ance policy in his pocket 
when he decided to muffle 
the election with his Asian.

That insurance consisted of 
reports from the field th a t 
Democrats were doing v ery 
well on local issues.

B if generally agreed tiiat 
some showy Republtoan 
v lotoriee se^n to be in the 
making, induding a apectae- 
ular p l u r a l i t y for Gov . 
George Romney of Michigan 
and posslUy v ietorles In the 
two bigg^ states for Gov . 
Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York and Roirald Reagan of 
California. But B is a rare 
s t a t e whose local experts 
predict a significant ov erturn 
in Its rongreesioual delega­ 
tion.

The white backlash seems 
also to hav e turned th e 
Democrats around in South­ 
ern states where Republican 
hopes we r e high. In the 
long run this is bad news 
for th e Preddenit with hit 


eid in South Africa no mat­ 
ter how efficient the police 
force. 
The new left of the Stoke- 
ly Carmichaels and the fu­ 
rious dissidents in California 
may be a passing phenome­ 
non. Other radical mov e­ 
ments hav e risen and fallen 
in times of stress. But those 
who profess to be troubled 
about the integrity of the 
two-party system cannot be 
so confident about the new 
right. 
Barry Goldwater’s achiev e­ 
ment, lost sight of in the 
h u r r i c a ne of v otes that 
ov erwhelmed him, was to 
mov e the whole political 
spectrum to the right. Lyn- 
son Johnson hardly needed 
to extend himself in claim­ 
ing new and adv anced posi­ 
tions. Now, both with and 
without (^Idwater’s help, the 
new right is consolidating its 
position. 
In Missouri, for example, 
conserv ativ e party is form­ 
ing, outwardly spurning the 
kooks and wi l d- e yed fa­ 
natics, with one major ob­ 
jectiv e in v iew. That is to 
get the necessary 18,(MX) sig­ 
natures to put Gov . George 
Wallace of Alabama on the 
ballot in the presidential 
election of 1968. The s a m e 
thing is happening in other 
bor^r and northern states. 
* ☆ ☆ ☆ 
This is the shadow cast by 
the new right—they hav e a 
candidate who knows how to 
exploit the discontents and 
frustrations beneath the sur­ 
face of politics as u s u a l . 
Were it not for this fact the 
new ri^ t might also be dis­ 
counted as a passing phe­ 
nomenon. The hapless Strom 
Thurmond managed as the 
Dixiecrat candidate in 1948 
to carry four S o u t h er n 
states. Wallace has far more 
cunning and skill and f a r 
more ambition, and he steps 
out in quite another time. 
Critics on the left cite the 


terrifying logic of the ev er- 
increasing cost of the Viet 
Nam war squeezing out hope 
for an attack on the decay 
of the cities. When gr o u p s 
such as the Columbia U» 'i- 
v ersity Conf er ence on 
national Priorities put for- 
National Priorities p u t for­ 
ward estimates of $76 biUion 
a year as essential to stop 
the d e c a y and make the 
dties liv able, what is con­ 
tained in the '’'^monstration 
bill suggests using a teaspoon 
to bail out the ocean. F o r 
those who want to find iusti- 
fication for saying a plague 
on both your houses this will 
serv e as an excuse. 
But with a smaU begin­ 
ning, so the backers of the 
measure believ e, it will be 
possible to come back to 
Congress and show what 
can and must be done. Plan­ 
ning under the measure will 
prov ide the foundation on 
which federal, state and city 
can build on a cooperativ e 
basis. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
On the face of it spread­ 
ing less than $1 billion ov er 
50 to 70 cities, large and 
small, is absurd; at best a 
piece of political sleight-of- 
hand to get the necessary 
v otes. But for Congress to 
say no at this critical junc­ 
ture will be widely inter­ 
preted by those waiting anx­ 
iously in city halls around 
the country as an admission 
of bankruptt.y. It will be 
taken by the new right and 
the new left as a sign that 
the old order is incapable 
of trying to sav e itself. 
As with so many adminis­ 
tration measures on the do­ 
mestic side, a margin of 10 
or 11 v otes may make the 
difference. And, in light of 
the election on Nov . 8 and 
the inev itable loss of Demo­ 
cratic seats, that says a lot 
about this test of whether 
the beginning of a beginning 
is possible.

I see by the NFO Reporter 
that a bill has been intro­ 
duced by Minnesota Senator 
Walter F. Mó ndale to de­ 
stroy the myth that farmers 
are receiv ing a $7 billion 
subsidy from the federal 
gov ernment. This bill, en­ 
titled the Fair Farm Budget 
Act, is designed to av oid the 
widely held misconception 
that the entire agricultural 
budget goes only to help the 
farmer. The article goes on 
to state that of last year’s 
$7.2 billion allocated to the 
department, only about one- 
third, or $2.6 billion, w as 
spent on p r o gr a m s to 
strengthen and support farm 
income. Ev en this, it should 
be noted, benef i t s many 
more people than just th e 
farmer, since ev ery dollar 
spent by the farmer can be 
regarded as sev en dollars to 
the total economy. 
Clearly this is a long ov er­ 
due step in the right direc­ 
tion. The crux of the issue 
here is how a society of peo­ 
ple, spending less income 
for food than anywhere else 
on earth, got the idea in the 
first place that they were 
subsidizing the farmer. The 
strange thing about all this 
is that many farmers them­ 
selv es seem totally unaware 
that anyone would try to ex­ 
ploit them.

The value of farm land on 
the fringes of expanding and 
devel(^ing urban areas now 
reflects its increasing poten­ 
tial value for other than agri­ 
cultural Me.

The constitution now allows 
sale of these properties for 
taxes, but they cannot be sold 
for less than the amount of 
unpaid taxes. 
In some cases, the total un­ 
paid taxes exceed the market 
value of the land— and it can­ 
not be sold. 
Taxes against real property 
cannot now be canceu^ until 
they remain unpaid for at 
least Î5 years, and property 
held or acquired by govern­ 
mental units often remains 
unsold, undeveloped and un­ 
used during that period of 
time.

i unless it is that she is actual­ 
ly eating four meals instead 
of three during each 24 hours 
and may be snacking in be­ 
tween 
times. 
She 
doesn’t 
mention lunch. I suppose she 
must sleep while the chil­ 
dren are at school. I can see 
why it would be profitable 
and pleasant to break t h e 
long night with some food. 
Why not eat a good break­ 
fast and then sleep? Upon 
awakening do not eat a real 
meal. Have some skim milk 
or fresh fruit and wait for 
aupper. Then eat the third 
meal during the night. This 
seems the best plan since 
lunch and dinner would be 
i too close together if you get 
enough daytime sleep. 
Q. Is there anything I can 


do about brown spots on my 
hands?

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Local College Vote 
Will Be February 7 


By LUCILLE HUTCHINSON

Lincoln Board of Education 
members Tuesday set Febru­ 
ary 7 as the date for a spe­ 
cial election on the junior col­ 
lege issue authorizing th e 
school district to establish an 
accredited academic div ision 
in its Community College. 
According to Supt. Stev en 
Watkins’ 
recommendation, 
the board wUl ask Lancaster 
County Supt. Glenn Turner to 
call the election on the first 
Tuesday in February , p r o- 
v ided the date “ Is acceptable 
to him.” 
Dr. Watkins told the board 
that time is needed to inform 
the community thoroughly on 
the matter, but also that a 
decision should be made by 
February if some of the v o­ 
cational, technical and semi- 
professional programs under 
consideration are to be of­ 
fered in the nex t school term. 
Work To Be Done 
“ A great deal of work has 
to be d o n e in preparing 
courses, securing personnel, 
and 
obtaining 
necessary 
equipment 
an d 
materials, 
none of which can be done 
until it has been decided by 
the people whether or not the 
program of the community 
college should be ex tended 
into these different areas of 
instruction,” he said. 
The proposed academic di­ 
v ision would offer college-lev ­ 
el courses, under the require­ 
ments of ^ate statutes on J un­ 
ior colleges, to complement 
v oeational4echnical 
courses 
and would lead to an associ­ 
ate degree or would be trans­ 
ferable to another college or 
univ ersity where applicable. 
No specific mill lev y will 
be stated in the resolution 
that will appear on the bal­ 
lot, but the school district 
would be authorized to u s e 
tax dollars for supporting the 
academic div ision of the Com­ 
munity College. 
J ames Lightbody , Commu­ 
nity College dean, said th e 
college would be largely self- 
supporting and use ex isting 
facilities. 
Presentations 
Lightbody told the board 
Tuesday his staff has made 
31 presentations concerning 
the junior college issue and is 
icheduled for 29 more so far. 
Sev eral groups hav e endorsed 
the academic div ision c o n- 
cept, he noted, including the 
Lincoln Area P-TA Council, 
the J ay cees, and the Citizens 
Adv isory 
Committee 
on 
Schools. 
The first program under the 
newly -established 
Communi­ 


ty College opened Monday at 
V^lttier J unior High for den­ 
tal assistants, It was reported. 
Fifteen students are enrolled 
In the 11-month course with a 
$300 tuition fee. 
In other action Tuesday 
board members 
agreed to 
hav e the Lincoln PTA Coun­ 
cil superv ise a surv ey of opin­ 
ion concerning the school’s 
p o l i c y on opening school 
dates. 
Peridically the question of 
starting school the day after 
Labor Day is brought to the 
board, Watkins said. 
Through Parents 
“ Since the students and the 
instructional program are the 
prime concern of the school 
sy stem, it would seem that a 
study of this matter might 
well b e conducted through the 
parents, as they are the ones 
primarily affected,” he said. 
A special v ocational needs 
program under the Vocation­ 
al Educational Act of 1963 in­ 
v olv ing one special guidance 
teacher working with 30 aca­ 
demically handicapped stu­ 
dents in Elliott and Whittier 
J unior High Schools also re­ 
ceiv ed board approv al. 
Under the program, estab­ 
lished ex perimentally at the 
request of the State Depart­ 
ment of Education, the Lin­ 
coln district will pay half the 
salary of an Instructor al­ 
ready on the school staff who 
will, in one class period per 
day , try to bring the school 
achiev ement of students to a 
lev el required to benefit from 
regular v ocational course of­ 
ferings. 
T h e teacher, in addition, 
will serv e as counselor to 
these students, their parents 
and employ ers.

Chicago (B — Fear of an- 
other b e a r i s h govemmept 
crop report hung heavy over 
the grain futures market Tues^ 
day and dominated the trade 
as speculators braced them­ 
selves for it. 
Transactions w e r e mi^xed 
and for the sole purpose deal­ 
ers said, of balancing com­ 
mitments. Analysts said opin­ 
ion in the trade generally was 
that the report was not likely 
to cut estimates of a month 
ago more than slightly but 
they could be increased sub­ 
stantially. 
Actually, the gover^nmfent 
figures for both corn and soy­ 
beans were boosted inconse­ 
quentially. The soybean esti­ 
mate was increased about a 
million bushels to 926.8 mil­ 
lion. The new corn estimate 
of 4,096 million compared with 
4,089 million a month ago.

dent Johnson the authority 'o 
call to active duty without de- 
claring a national emergency 
the country's nearly 2 million 
reservists and N a t i o n a l 
Guardsmen. 


The President did not ask 


for the authority contained In 
a compromise $58,067,472,000 
appropriations hill which will 
finance most defense outlays, 
including the Viet Nam war 
costs, for the 12 months which 
began July 1. 


The Senate approved the 


measure on voice vote.after 
the House passed it 305 to 
42. The bill now goes to the 
White House. 


The chief executive lacks 


the power to activate reserv- 
ists now unless he declares a 
stale of national emergency. 
The new authority will extend 
to June .10 but Johnson is not 
expected to use it under pres- 
ent conditions. 


The compromise empowers 


the president to call up entire 
units of the Ready Reserve 
or National Guard, as well as 
individuals not assigned to 
units who have not scried al 
least 24 months on active duty 
and haic nut fulfilled reserve 
military requirements.

be required lo serve a total 
of 24 months, less any time 
"served on active duty or in 
active duty training. Entire 
units also could be required 
to serve on active duty for 
24 months.

Approximately 850 bicycles 


lave been stolen in Lincoln 
so far this year, about 200 
more than a year ago, ac-

Lincoln Police 


Department records. 


The theft toll, which has 


almost tripled over a three- 
year period, was attributed 
jy Inspector Robert Saw don, 
o the large number of bi-. 
cycles In the city and to the 
'act that most of them arc 
eft unlocked. 


Pathetic 


"It's a pathetic situation," 


Sawdon said. "Years back 
icople seemed to value a 
)iece of property so much 
ugher than they seem to 
now." 


"It's considered sort of old 


ashloned to lock your bi- 
cycle these days, but the 
iroccdurc's value is self-evi- 
dent," he said. 


"Even though t h e r e are 


more bicycles on the streets 
now, we're having a much 
higher percentage stolen. I 
Lhmk that most people have 
just taken a somewhat care- 
less attitude toward the whole 
situation." 


Quick Ride 


Sawdon said that bicycles 


were sometimes stolen to pro- 
vide a quick ride home then 
junked in an alley. "But we've 
also run into cases where kids 
have been stealing bikes, tear- 


ing them down and then re- 
building a bike from the parts 
of the others," he said. 


Sawdon urged parents to at 


least check with police when 
their children come home with 
a strange bike. We've broken 
up rings of kids with as many 
as 15 to 30 stolen bikes torn 
down. Surely the parents must 
have been aware that all these 
Likes hadn't just been 'found' 
or given to these kids." 


Anyone 
noticing a 
bike 


abandoned in an alley or ly- 
ing unattended along t h e 
street should notify the police, 
Sawdon urged. "If it's stolen 
we can help get it back to the 
rightful owner," he said, "and 
if it's not, we may prevent its 
theft" 


Stamped 


The bicycles have an iden- 


tification number stamped in- 
to frame at the time they are 
registered and licensed. 


"But by the time a family's 


moved several times or the 
bike's changed hands more 
than once, it becomes diffi- 
cult to find the owners even 
if we think it's stolen," Sgt. 
Vcrnon Vavra said. 


"Actually, the thefts have 


slowed down a little since 
school started. The heaviest 
number of thefts come during 
the summer when bikes are 
left unattended and unlocked 
at swimming pools and play- 
grounds," he said. 


Cut Rale 


"But locks would cut the 


theft rate tremendously," he 
emphasized. "Only one bicy- 
cle stolen since June, out of 
over 500, has been locked 
when it was stolen." 


"It may sound kind of fun- 


ny to worry about bicycle 
thefts," Sawdon said, 
"but 


we're at the point where they 
really reach high figures in 
our reports. Some of these 
bikes cost from $50 to $100."

It will 
leave northwestern K a n s a s 
without rail passenger service. 


Discontinuation of the Rock- 


et—the line's last train west 
of Omaha—means a shutdown 
of all passenger activities at 
the Rock Island's Lincoln de- 
pot, a landmark at 1944 O

The Rock Island Railroad 


extended its line from the Mis- 
souri River to Lincoln on 
July 13, 1892, and s h o r t l y 
thereafter the line was com- 
pleted to Belleville, Kan., con- 
necting with a line to Denver. 


The depot was opened on 


May 7, 1893, and has been in 
continuous use ever since.

And if it was the old Medi- 


terranean-roving Pelasgians, 
they did it in-the 12th Cen- 
tury B.C. and beat even the 
Etruscans by 500 years. 


Genoa Unmoved 


This sort of sour note is of- 


ten heard hereabouts on the 
eve of Columbus Day.. Up in

town of Genoa, plans for the 
annual .Columbus celebration 
were going ahead unabashed. 


Dr. Gattoni- Cclli said the 


academy had heard from at 
least *two foreign research 
experts who agreed that both 
Columbus and Lcif Ericson 
were latecomers to America. 


He said Margaret Simmons, 


& graduate of Trinity Univer- 
sity in 
San Antonio, Tex., 


and Prof. Rosi de Tariffi of 


Valera, Venezuela, had found 
similar indications of very 
early Mediterranean 
Influ- 


ence on the Central and South 
American civilizations. 


Influenced Rome 


The Etruscans 
flourished 


in central Italy hundreds of 
years before the R o.m a n s, 
s a i l e d over trade routes 
throughout the Mediterranean 
and passed on much of their 
culture to early Rome. 


The Pelasgians were an 


early Caucasian people who 
spread, across 
Greece to 


•southern Italy and Spain 
jbefore the days when the 
jGreeks started 
establishing 


polonies in Sicily. 


Dr. Gattoni Cclli cited a 


similarity In the polygonal 
.walls of early Italy and some 
In Peru and Colombia, a n d 
similar burial urn lids In the 
form of a head found at HiusI 
in Italy, Chimu in Peru and 
Augustin in Colombia. He 
said there were other strik- 
ing similarities In jewelry, 
pottery and tomb designs in 
the two regions. 


But whether it was the Vik- 


ings, the Japanese (who some 
sources say crossed to what 
is now Alaska), the Etruscans 
or the Pelasgians, the sup- 
porters of Columbus arc treat- 
ing all claims with dignified 
skepticism. 


"The most surprising thing 


about all these claims," said 
Genoa Mayor Augusto Pedul- 
la, "is their monotony." 


A n o t h e r entry into the 


sweepstakes, supporting Co- 
lumbus, is Justice Michael A. 
Musmanno of the Pennsylvan- 
ia Supreme Court. He un- 
veiled his case in Philadel- 
phia Monday night: a book he 
nas written which disputes 
Yale University's t h e o r y , 
based on, an old map of the 
world, that Ericson was the 
discoverer. 


Musmanno, a trustee of the 


Italian Historical Society of 
America, says Yale's Vinland 
Map is full of holes — worm- 
holes. 


Yale researchers said their 


map was bound up in a vol- 
ume with two manuscripts an- 
tedating Columbus' voyage by 
about 50 years. Later t h e 
three were separated, but 
wormholes in the map and two 
manuscripts proved the three 
were once bound together, the 
Yale men say. 


The Vinland Map outlined 


Greenland and an i s l a n d 
southwest of it. 


Musmanno said, "I found 


when I studied the map that 
not only do the wormholes not 
coincide, but not one of the 
slithery worms was sufficient- 
ly interested in the Vinland 
Map and the alleged two ac- 
companying manuscripts to 
cat through the two docu- 
ments, which would be t h e 
only way of proving the three 
documents were bound to- 
gether at one time."

• What many expected is beginning to 


happen— the awakening of home owners to 
the reality of the 1966-67 tax situation. It 
is happening because home owners with 
mortgages are now beginning to receive 
notices of increases in their monthly pay- 
ments as a result of the new tax year. One 
savings and loan association has raised the 
Ire of county commissioners by neglecting 
to include the Lincoln School District 
among governmental subdivisions involved 
in the tax hike. 


The association Informs home owners 
that if they don't like the tax hike, they 


• 
can visit with the gov- 
ernmental subdivisions 
involved. Failure to 
mention the school dis- 
trict as one such sub- 


division, while including the state and 
county, is quite an omission. Coinddentally, 
the attorney for the savings and loan as- 
sociation is also the attorney for the Lincoln 
School District. There is no connection be- 
tween the two, of course, since the attorney 
did not draw up the association letter but 
it undoubtedly has been an embarrassing 
situation for him. 


The reason the school district is entitled 


to be listed In the matter Is because it has 
Imposed the greatest tax increase of all. 
Its tax dollar income from home owners 
win go up 37 per cent, constituting a 
whopping 85 per cent of the total increase 
to be felt by property owners. 


In fact, more than half of your total 
tax bill comes from the Lincoln School 
District. The object here is not to condemn 
Lincoln schools, but rather, to demonstrate 
the growing needs of education and to pro- 
tect the interests of other governmental 
subdivisions. 


In the matter of the latter, the city, 


county and state should not be held, ac- 
countable for a situation that is so domi- 
nated by education. Taxpayers ought to 
know that these three unite of government 
are not gouging them, are operating at 
minimum levels in comparison with the 
demands made upon them. Throughout all 
departments of operation in these three 
governments, one can find unfulfilled needs 
and services going begging. All three units 
of government could easly double their ap- 
propriations for streets and highways and 
still have a long way to go in getting the 
total job done. All three could increase 
employe salaries by substantial amounts 
and still not be out of line. 


In terms of meeting its needs, the Lin- 


coln school system probably heads the list. 


Its salaries arc far from the top in the na. 
tion but they have been improving and 
probably rate better on a comparative basis 
than those In other units of government. In 
physical plant facilities and programs, the 
schools are far closer to meeting needs and 
demands than are the other units of govern- 
ment. Of course, there is none who would 
want It any different. None would want 
sacrifices at the level of education to pay 
for other governmental programs because 
education has a priority second to none. 
If the situation were reversed and we were 
spending most of our money on streets, 
parks, police, etc., then we would have 
something to be alarmed about. 


* 
What, then, is the appropriate reaction 


on the part of taxpayers to the increase in 
mortgage payments they will soon be pay- 
ing? For one thing, taxpayers ought to 
examine their own personal financial posi- 
tion in complete honesty. They ought to 
compare their tax bill with the rest of their 
expenses of living. 


Is it the tax bill that is getting them 


down or are they living too high on the hog 
In other areas? Have they simply raised 
their standard of living to the point where 
they haven't any money for payment of 
taxes? If so, are they in order In lament- 
ing the Increasing cost of government? 
They cannot expect government for free 
and they could not exist without govern- 
ment. 


Further, they might consider what they 


get for the $300, $500, $800 or whatever it 


might be they pay a

schools, streets, librar- 
ies, flood protection, 
soil conservation, po- 
lice and fire protection, protection of their 
property through zoning, a judicial system, 
a Humane Society, some hospital facilities, 
a complete recreation program, street 
lights, storm sewers, industrial expansion 
and a host of other things. There is hardly 
one of those items people could live with- 
out in these times. Does the average family 
buy throughout a year, or its lifetime, for 
that matter, anything that is a bigger 
bargain? 


It is important for taxpayers to know 


the facts relative to the financing of gov- 
ernment because it is their money involved. 
It is equally important that people give to 
their government the same kind of con- 
sideration they give to any other important 
element of their lives. Government first of 
all has to be understood and condemnation 
should not come without cause.

Court Sentencing Leaves Doubt 


Recent actions in the U.S. District 


Court have probably left some people won- 
dering. Monday, the court imposed a one- 
year prison term and $10,000 fine on a York 
cattle dealer for income tax evasion. 


The cattle dealer was charged with 


claiming total 1959 income of $5,036.33 when 
It was actually $22,473.60. But two weeks 
ago, the court imposed a $10,000 fine only 
on a prominent Lincoln man. 


In the latter case, the man was charged 


with reporting an income of $40,603 for a 
five-year period when it should have been 
$108,002. The question, then, Is why the case 
involving the greater offense was given the 
lighter sentence. 


In sentencing the York cattle dealer, 
Federal Judge Robert Van Pelt stated that 
"It is my judgment that (the defendant) has 


not told the court the truth . . . and I con- 
sider this an open attempt to defraud the 
government." 


There is no question that the judge has 


every right, in fact every responsibility, to 
exercise discretion but was it properly exer- 
cised in these two cases? When it comes to 
defrauding the government, one wonders 
which case involves the greater fraud. 


There is no question of Judge Van Pelt's 


integrity or the sincerity of his conviction. 
He is not in the practice of exercising per- 
sonal favoritism and he is not suspected of 
doing so in these cases. 


The two cases simply cause the average 


citizen to question the validity of the court's 
position, to ponder the equity of what we 
are inclined to describe as a refined system 
of justice. 


Feeder Battle In Congress 


Evidence of the continued struggle be- 


tween meat packers and the bulk of cat- 
tie feeders showed up in Washington the 
other day in debate over a feeder bill in- 
troduced by I o w a Representative Bert 
Bandstra. 


The bill would bar packers having more 


than $1 million in gross annual sales, and 
retail chains engaged in meat packing, 
from engaging in cattle feeding. 


What the bill is aiming at is to end the 


leverage by which meat prices can be 
controlled.. The cattle feeder knows it as 
the practice of the two so-called offending 
Interests to buy on the open market 
when prices are low, then to switch to 
their own supplies when prices are high. 
There have been outward appearances of 
this in the past 


The bill is thought to have been inspired 


when a group of Iowa packers not long 


ago announced plans to acquire a herd of 
feeder cattle numbering at least 200,000 
head. Among the early objections to the 
measure is that it is an attempt to curb 
nationally a condition that is local to Iowa. 
And suffice to say that the big Iowa 
feeder herd plans have been shelved. 


Other objections to the measure come 


from large feed lots and from the coopera- 
tives because it would seem to end their 
privilege of engaging In the packing busi- 
ness. However., it Is generally conceded 
that it is essentially unfair for processors 
or retailers of meat products to influence 
unduly the prices that are needed by the 
original producers of the beef. 


It does not look at this juncture as 


though there will be enough supporting 
voters to pass the measure. But it at least 
has brought the issue to national attention 
and that is an important step toward rem- 
edy.

Politicians' Path

WASHINGTON — This col- 


umn, investigating a tip that 
Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., 
had used his political influ- 
ence to get special conces- 
sions for a Connecticut pipe- 
line, found not Dodd but an- 
other national figure behind 
the scenes. 


He is Democratic National 


Chairman John B a i l e y , 
whose law firm owns a 
5 per cent interest in Jet 
Lines, Inc., which operates 
a pipeline from New Haven, 
Conn., to Westover Air Force 
Base, Mass. Bailey and his 
partners have also collected 
some w h o p p i n g law fees 
from the company, whose 
books last year alone, for 
example, showed a $117,500 
legal bill. 


With Bailey's help, J e t 


Lines has overcome political 
obstacles that had stopped 
other companies from laying 
a pipeline across Connecti- 
cut. The company not only 
wangled exclusive easements 
and price increases out of 
the Air Force, but it also 
obtained special tax benefits, 
right-of-way rulings and oth- 
er privileges from state and 
municipal agencies. 


The authoritative Oil and 


Gas Journal, reporting the 
completion of the pipeline in 
its April 30, 1962, issue, de- 
clared: "Considering all the 
obstacles to Its construction 
and successful operation, the 
fact that the line was built at 
all is remarkable. Such a 
line . . . has attracted the 


interest of several 
major 


companies. More than one 
has looked at the project 
and backed off... 


"The route of this line was 


largely through 
congested 


industrial and residential ar- 
eas. Passing from one New 
England township to another 
. . . the right-of-way (often) 
was obtained a few feet at 
a time." 


Bailey's wire-pulling with 


local politicians is reported 
to have turned the trick. In 
Washington, too, the Demo- 
cratic chairman pulled a few 
wires.

C. A. Neal, who pioneered 


the pipeline, acknowledged 
to this column that "Mr. 
Bailey's help and influence 
was prominent throughout 
the negotiations and, in my 
opinion, it could not have 
'been accomplished without 
his help." 


The Air Force, eager to 


reduce the cost of trans- 
porting jet fuel to the West- 
over base, happily gave Jet 
Lines the exclusive rights to 
lay a pipeline on the base. 
Less happily, the Air Force 
agreed to a series of price 
increased from 32 to 46.7 
cents a barrel. 


Thomas Dempsey, w h o 


handled most of the ne- 
gotiations for the Air Force, 
denied that Bailey personal- 
ly had brought any political 
pressure. He recalled only 
that Neal had frequently 
used Bailey's name.

Wheat Production Problem 


After struggling for more than two 


decades with surplus wheat production the 
United States came to the realization early 
this year that the surplus was gone, and 
also that current demand called for a sharp 
increase in wheat acres to avert a crisis. 
' 
A constantly increasing population at 


home and greater use of PL 480 and other 
foreign aid devices, plus serious food short- 
age in China, India, Russia and other coun- 
tries, either served directly by us or by 
other wheat producing nations, at the ex--

pense of the rest of the world market, con- 
tributed to the decline of the American 
surplus. Moreover the decline in the num- 
ber of farmers in this country called for 
urgent action to get the U.S. food factory 
into a higher level of production. 


Accordingly the U.S. Department of 


Agriculture last year boosted wheat acre- 
age 32 per cent. The 51.6 million acres per- 
mitted in 1966 was boosted to 68.2 million 
acres for 1967. Meantime, the price support 
remained at $1.50 a bushel against an open 
market of $1.75. 


Thus the stage was set to make sup- 
ply meet the demand. 


Now, 
it appears to the Wall Street 


•• Journal, that visions of a 32 per cent in- 


crease in wheat production Is illusory. Some* 
thing like 20 per cent increase will be 
realized. The Journal has sent its men into 
Kansas, Nebraska and other wheat growing 
sections to get me wheat farmer's point 
of view. 


Item 1: The producer, having had a 


long and bad experience with surpluses 
doesn't want them again and in many in- 
stances Is not going along the whole way 
with planned increase in acres. He will not, 
at least, until the government raises the 
price support by something like 25 cents a 
bushel. He figures the present $1.50 a 
bushel is his break even figure. 


Item 2: Much of the wheat is grown 


on a summer fallow basis and for that rea- 
son the grower can't readily convert to 
full production. Moreover, the land that has 
been set aside to grass land or non-wheat 
production must be reconditioned for wheat 
and not enough time remains this year to 
get that done.

The white backlash seems

In the 
long run this is bad news 
for tb* President with ids 


national commitment to lib- 
eral policies, but it will help 
make the majority and min- 
ority totals of the next Con- 
gress look better. 


For the long run, also, 


Democratic o p t i m i s m is 
muted as they watch their 
President prepare for his 
pioneer effort in open inter- 
national diplomacy. With 
reason they respect his in- 
side talents in domestic po- 
litical chess, his intimate 
knowledge of "the pressures 
on thev other players and his 
lightning, rushes when he 
considers that the time is 
ripe. 


Republicans are fond of 
recalling their 1946 triumph 
over another inheritor of the 
White House, Harry Tru- 
man, when they won con- 
trol of both houses of Con- 
gress and 30 states. It was 
Truman's f i r s t mid-term 
challenge as it is Johnson's, 
though Johnson won election 
in his own right in 1964. 


But in 1946 Republicans 


.bad much less far to go. To- 
day they have only 17 gov- 
ernors out of 50, 32 sena- 
tors out of 100, and 140 mem- 
bers of the'House compared 
to 292 Democrats. 


They had been gaining 


ground as. World War II 
proceeded and by 1946, they 
controlled 23 statehouses out 
of 48. The returns that fall 
were an exact switch, leav- 
ing Republicans with 25 gov- 
ernors, Democrats with 23. 


The 1946 Senate had 56 


Democrats and 39 Republi- 
cans; the House 236 Demo- 
crats and 192 Republicans. 
The fall returns added 12 Re- 
publican senators for a total 
of 51, with Democrats drop- 
ping to 45, while the House 
ratio became 246 Republi- 
cans, 188 Democrats. 


WASHINGTON — For the 


new left It is a contemptible 
too little that cannot save a 
f decaying social order.

In the widening gap be- 


tween these two extremes 
the demonstration cities bill 
may be lost.

the new right—they have a 
candidate who knows how to 
exploit the discontents and 
frustrations beneath the sur- 
face of politics as u s u a l . 
Were it not for this fact the 
new right might also be dis- 
counted as a passing phe- 
nomenon. The hapless Strom 
Thurmond managed as the 
Dixlecrat candidate in 1948 
to carry four S o u t h er n 
states. Wallace has far more 
cunning and skill and f a r 
more ambition, and he steps 
out in quite another time. 


Critics on the left cite the 


terrifying logic of the ever* 
Increasing cost of the Viet 
Nam war squeezing out hope 
for an attack on the decay 
of the cities. When g r o u p s 
such as the Columbia U«l- 
verslty Conference on 
national Priorities put for* 
National Priorities put for* 
ward estimates of $76 billion 
a year as essential to stop 
the d e c a y and make the 
cities livable, what Is con* 
talned in the -^raonstration 
bill suggests using a teaspoon 
to bail out the ocean.

difference. And, in light of 
the election on Nov. 8 and, 
the inevitable loss of Demo- 
cratic scats, that says a lot 
about this test of whether 
the beginning of a beginning 
is possible.

Nebraska voters will decide 


next month w h e t h e r they 
should permit the Legislature 
to adopt a state Income tax 
law which could be based on 
changing federal statutes. 


Among other constitutional 


amendments placed on the 
ballot by the 1965 Legislature 
are three additional tax pro- 
posals. 


Amendment 
8, approved 


by the Unicameral on a 44-0 
vote, would allow state sena- 
tors to base a state Income 
tax law on tax provisions of 
the Internal Revenue Service 
code. It is wholly permissive 
in nature. 


The Legislature is now per- 


mitted only to use the pro- 
visions in the federal code 
as of a certain date. Changes 
in the federal statute would 
not automatically be reflected 
in the state law. 


Ag Land Change 


Amendment 5, approved by 


the Legislature on a 41-1 
count, would permit the Uni- 
cameral to provide that agri- 
cultural land use for farming 
'be valued for property tax 
purposes according to its 
value for agricultural use. 


The value of farm land on 


the fringes of expanding and 
developing urban areas n o w 
reflects its Increasing poten- 
tial value for other than agri- 
cultural use. 


Thus, the -farmer may find 


his taxes increasing e v e n 
though his land's income-pro- 


ducing v a l u e remains un- 
changed. 


U n d e r provisions of the 


amendment, the land could In 
the future be valued for tax 
purposes "without regard to 
any value which such land 
might have for other purposes 
or uses."

Major Changes Opposed 
For Ground Water Laws 


Two University of Nebras- 


ka water experts urged a leg- 
islative interim study sub- 
committee Tuesday not to 
r e c o m m e n d any major 
changes in Nebraska ground 
water law at this time. 


Dr. Eugene C. Reed, state 


geologist and director of the 
university's Conservation and 
Survey 
Division, and 
Dr. 


Clayton 
Yeutter, 
associate 


professor of agricultural eco- 
nomics, said major legislative 
decisions on ground water 
law should await the conclu- 
sion of a comprehensive wa- 
ter study now under way. 


They 
said 
Nebraska's 


ground water levels are drop- 
ping but not to such an ex- 
tent that emergency action 
Is necessary. 


They made the comments 


in testimony b e f o r e the 
ground water subcommittee, 
which is scheduled to report 
to the Legislative Council's 
Ground and Surface Water 
Conservation and Utilization 
Committee Wednesday. 


'Must Be Comprehensive' 
"Eventually, we'll have to 


have controls over the taking 
of ground water, but any ma- 
jor legislative changes now 
would put us in real trouble 
if they were not comprehen- 
sive and coordinated with the 
over-all plan," said Dr. Yeut- 
ter.Warren Fairchild, 
execu- 


tive secretary of the Ne- 
braska Soil and Water Con- 
servation Commission, said 
the commission's 
compre- 


hensive study could be com- 
pleted in about four years. 


He said the study probably 


will qualify for about $60,000 
in federal funds annually. Dr. 
Yeutter recommended that 
state dollars also be allocat- 
ed to the project. 


Dr. Reed noted that Ne- 


braska's ground water supply 
is superior to that of other 
states even though Nebraska 
i r r i g a t o r s are express- 
ing more and more concern 
about ground water levels. 


He said only a number of 


extremely dry years would 
make the ground water situ- 
ation so critical that major 
legislation would be a neces- 
sity In the immediate future. 


State Sen. Maurice Kremer 


of Aurora, chairman of the 
subcommittee, said the con- 
cern over ground water de- 
pletion is particularly strong 
in the h e a v i l y irrigated 
central Nebraska counties of 
Hamilton, York, Clay, Nuck- 
olls, Seward and Hall.

Land Can't Be Sold 


Amendment 10 would per- 


mit the Unicameral to provide 
by law for the payment or 
cancellation of taxes or as- 
sessments remaining unpaid 
against real estate owned or 
acquired by the state or its 
governmental subdivisions. 


The constitution now allows 


sale of these properties for 
taxes, but they cannot be sold 
for less than the amount o£ 
unpaid taxes. 


In some cases, the total un- 


paid taxes exceed the market 
value of the land—and It can- 
not be sold. 
Taxes against real property 


cannot now be cancelled until 
they remain unpaid for at 
least 15 years, and property 
held or acquired by govern- 
mental units often remains 
unsold, undeveloped and un- 
used during that period of 
time. 
The proposed amendment 


was placed on the ballot by a 
48-0 legislative vote.

South Pole, and he succeeded 
in making the slam. West 
made the normal lead of the 
jack of hearts, and South 
proceeded to score twelve 
airtight tricks. 


He took the heart with the 


ace, ruffed a heart, cashed 
the A-K-Q of diamonds on 
which he discarded the J-6 
of clubs, ruffed a club, ruffed 
a heart, ruffed a club, and 
'then ruffed his last heart. 


By this time nine tricks 


had been played and South 
had won them all. The lead 
was in dummy and South's 
last 
four cards were the 


A-K-J-8 of spades, 
while 


West's last four cards were 
the Q-10-9-7 of spades. 


Declarer was now sure of 


the slam regardless of how 
the remaining cards were 
divided. He led a club from 
dummy and ruffed it with 
the eight. West overruffcd 
with the nine but then had 
to give the last three tricks 
to South. 


Peculiarly 
enough, even 


four spades could have been 
defeated if West had been 
sufficiently inspired to lead 
the king and another club 
club originally. A club con- 
tinuation by East at trick 
three would have settled de- 
clarer's hash.

The Big Eight Lineman of the Week 


is Wayne Meylan, 239-pound Nebraska 
middle guard who spends his Saturday 
afternoons making life miserable for op- 
posing punters, passers and ball carriers. 


Mcylan Is especially tough on punt- 


ers—he bus blocked two punts In (he last 
three games and forced a pair of short 
ones. At Wisconsin,- he blocked one, re- 
covered It in the end zone for a touchdown 
to break the game open at 17-3. Nebras- 
ka won 31-3. 


On the next Wisconsin punt, the kick- 


er was so busy looking for Meylan, he 


shanked one for only 18 yards. Nebraska 
drove in to score. 


"We just let him roam around on 


punts—he can line up wherever he wants 
to," said Coach Bob Devaney. "He's big. 
strong and fast, the best middle guard 
I've ever been associated with." 


Devaney coached, among others. All 


America Walt Barnes a great defensive 
tackle and middle guard at Nebraska in 
19W-G5. 


"The coach told me we could block 


one on them," said the big farm boy from 
Bay City, Mich. "I moved around, varied 
my style until I finally broke through. I 


hit the outside man, bounced to the InsM" 
and had a clear path to the kicker." 


Meylan also made seven tackles and 


put on a terrific pass rush. 


"That blocked punt took a lot of heart 


out of us," said Milt Bruhn, Wisconsin 
coach. "It changed everything. We were 
in it until then." 


Other line nominees were tackle Den- 


nis Randall of Oklahoma State, with seven 
tackles and an outstanding pass rush in 
the upset over Colorado: end Dan Schup- 
pan of Missouri with six tackles and three 
defections, one grabbed by Bill1 Powell to 
set up a field goal: linebacker Danny 


Lunkas of Kansas State, 25 tackles, 7 tin- 
assisted tackle Willie Muldrew of Iowa 
State. 10 tackles plus a good past rush; 
end Larry Planlz of Iowa State, three 
catches for 4G yards, all in key situations; 
and Kansas linebacker Mike Swcatman 
with 10 tackles. 


Oklahoma coach Jim Mackenzie de- 


clined to single out one lineman in the vic- 
tory over Texas. He said tackle Ed Hall, 
guard Ron Winfrey, end, Ben Hart and 
tackle Bob Kalsu played well on offense;

Madison, Wls. UB—Base- 


ball's disputed Braves were 
conceded to Atlanta Tues- 
day as Wisconsin went to 
the U.S. Supreme Court to 
try to restore the sport to 
Milwaukee tiirough Nation- 
al League expansion. 


T h e surrender to the. 


South came in a vague 
footnote of the 38-page ap- 
peal as the state asked the 
nation's highest court to 
settle the legal battle over 
the Braves' move. 


Wisconsin • A 11 y. 
Gen. 


Bronson 
C. 
La 
Follette 


asked the Supreme Court to 
overturn a state court rul- 
ing that baseball's tradi- 


tional Immunity from fed- 
eral antitrust law a l s o 
shielded it from state law 
against monopolies. 


A s t a t e circuit court 


Judge in Milwaukee found 
the national League guilty 
of state antitrust violations 
last April and ordered the 
Braves uprooted from At- 
lanta unless plans were sub- 
mitted to give Milwaukee 
an expansion team in 1967. 
La Follette asked the U.S. 
court to review a Wiscon- 
sin Supreme Court decision 
reversing that verdict. 


However, La Follette 


said, "Wisconsin Is now 
asking only that Milwaukee 


be included ID expansion 
plans for the league." 


The obscure footnote on 


the 13th page of the appeal 
simply noted that the suit 
"originally alleged" 
that 


the Braves should be re- 
turned to their former home 
in Milwaukee, and added 
the State Supreme Court 
had rebuffed this bid on 
grounds of state law in the 
4-3 decision July 27. 


Only Issues involving fed- 


eral law can be argued be- 
fore t h e U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


In the two sentences of 


the footnote, Atlanta won a 


year-long courtroom tug-of- 
wa with Milwaukee that al- 
ready Las cost an estimated 
half a million dollars In 
legal fees. The Wisconsin 
surrender meant Georgia 
could k e e p Its Braves 
through 1990 under their 
present contract and as 
long after that as the club 
likes. 


• Still at stake for base- 
ball, however, is an even 
m o r e far-reaching Issue, 
the immunity from 
anti- 


trust laws to which the 
sport has clung for 44 years. 


In challenging that im- 


munity in the appeal, Wis- 


consin placed in peril the 
very 
fabric of baseball, 


Its" power to pick the cities 
where it wants to play and 
its iron-clad contract con- 
trol over the players. 


Wisconsin asked the Su- 


preme Court to grant a 
hearing on Its plea that the 
state be permitted to en- 
force Its own antitrust law 
against the National Lec- 
gue. and its 10 dubs and to 
command them to return 
baseball to Milwaukee. 


Four of the nine justices 


must agree to accept the 
case before it can be heard. 


"Sometime in December, 


I think, would be an opti- 


mistic prediction" for that 
decision, La Follette said 
at a news conference at 
Madison, Wis. 


If the Supreme Court docs 


decide to accept the case, 
•a hearing would be un- 
likely before next spring. 
La Follette said next June 
would be a "reasonable cal- 
culated guess" on the date 
for a final decision. 


The National League, the 


Braves and the other nine 
clubs named as defendants 
in the original 1965 suit will 
have 30 days in which to 
file a reply to Wisconsin's 
request for a hearing.

Outlook Brightens 
For Grid Merger 


Washington WV—Rep. Eman^ 


uel Celler, D-N.Y., indicated 
Tuesday a willingness to ap- 
prove a strictly limited anti- 
trust exemption for the pro- 
posed merger of the Ameri- 
can and National Football 
Leagues. 


If Celler and Commissioner 


Pete Rozellc can agree on the 
exact nature of the limita- 
tion, there appears to be u 
good chance for the Congres- 
sional approval Rozelle says 
is needed for the merger to 
go into effect. 


The brightened prospect re- 


sulted from a hearing by Cell- 
er's antitrust 
subcommittee 


at which Rozelle said he only 
wants the actual consolida- 
tion of the t w o leagues 
exempted, not their opera- 
tions after they are merged. 


"If that's all you want," 


said Celler, "that would be 
an empty right. It would be 
like a wine cellar without a 
corkscrew." 


Nevertheless, that is all he 


wants, said Rozelle. "We are 
simply asking for an exemp- 
tion so we would not be chal- 
lenged merely on the act of 
merging," he said. 


That there may be difficul- 


ties in agreeing on language 
limiting the reach of any 
exemption was made clear 
when Celler tested Rozelle on 
specific subjects that might 
be excluded from the pro- 
posed law, such as the player 
draft, the reserve clause by 
which players may be re- 


tained, the constitution and 
bylaws of the league, and the 
granting of franchises. 


Rozelle said there is no in- 


tent to exempt any of these 
from antitrust action, but on 
the advice of his 
lawyer, 


Hamilton Carothers, he ob- 
jected to itemizing the exemp- 
tions. 


When the hearing ended 


Rozelle. Carothers, Celler and 
Kenneth J. Harkins, subcom- 
mittee counsel, conferred for 
more than 15 minutes. After 
that Celler said Harklns and 
Carothers will try to work out 
language clarifying the na- 
ture of any exemption that 
might be granted. 


Celler 
asked 
Rozelle to 


come back for more question- 
ing Thursday, at which time 
the Justice Department's an- 
titrust division will be repre- 
sented. 


During the questioning of 


Rozelle the commissioner in- 
dicated the two leagues are 
considering h o l d i n g their 
scheduled January champion- 
ship playoff game in Pasa- 
dena's Rose Bowl. He has 
said he will recommend that 
the playoff game, and the 
merger itself, be canceled if 
Congress fails to grant the 
antitrust immunity. 


When Celler pointed out that 


no m e r g e r agreement is 
needed to stage a playoff 
game between the two league 
champions, Rozelle said that 
is legally correct, but not 
practical.

Work To Be Done 


"A great deal of work has 


to be d o n e in preparing 
courses, securing personnel, 
and 
obtaining 
necessary 


equipment a n d 
materials, 


none of which can be done 
until it has been decided by 
the people whether or not the 
program of the community 
college should be extended 
into these different areas of 
instruction," he said. 


The proposed academic di- 


vision would offer college-lev- 
el courses, under the require- 
ments of state statutes on jun- 
ior colleges, to complement 
vocational-technical 
courses 


and would lead to an associ- 
ate degree or would be trans- 
ferable to another college or 
university where applicable. 


No specific mill levy will 


be stated in the resolution 
that will appear on the bal- 
lot, 
but the school district 


would he authorized to u s e 
tax dollars for supporting the 
academic division of the Com- 
munity College. 


James Lightbody, Commu- 


nity College dean, said t h e 
college would be largely self- 
supporting and use existing 
facilities.

As "Investor's R e a d e r " 


points out, "On an average 
business day, four to eight 
million shares of stock arc 
likely lo change hands on the 
New York Stock Exchange 
alone. 


That means that four to 


eight million shares arc sold 
by people who don't want to 
own t h e m anymore and 
bought by other people who 
do want to own them now. 
Sioce eventually all stocks 
show cither an increase or 
decrease in price, you might 
think that half those people 
are necessarily wrong about 
the stock they are buying or 
selling. 


"It may seem so on the 


face of it, but the facts are 
otherwise. A share owner 
may have other reasons for 
wanting to sell besides the 
obvious, reason of thinking, 
righUy or .wrongly, that his 
stock has gone about as high 
as it's going to go." 


Two Categories 


Among the professional in- 


vestment managers there are 
two categories of institution- 
al clients. The pension funds, 
the portfolios of fire a n d 
casualty insurance compa- 
res, universities and philan- 
thropic 
organizations may, 


like mutual funds, have a con- 
tinuing inflow of new money 
to be invested. On the other 
hand, many living and testa- 
mentary trusts managed by 
fiduciary institutions, like the 
closed end investment com 
panics, have a limited supply 
of invcstablc capital. 


Accordingly, the problem 


of the latter group may be one 
of switching from one type 
of security to another in light 
of changing economic pros- 
pects, whereas the former is 
continuously facing the prob- 
lem of net additional invest- 
ment of funds. 


Even though the tools for 


evaluating economic condi- 
tions and prospects have been 
Improved in this computer 
age, no one is completely Im- 
mune from psychological and 
environmental emotional in- 
fluences and tendencies to 
ward herd thinking. Accord- 
ingly, like amateurs, the pros 
sometimes get optimistic or 
pessimistic, as the case may 
be, In a collective rather than 
an Individualistic manner. 
' In the trust companies, 
where new trusts arc .set up 
without a well thought out 
portfolio, trust officers may 
be buying stocks for such ac- 
counts while they arc reduc- 
ing the ratio of stocks to 
bonds in other older and bet- 
ter balanced trusts.-

Thus, the low yield on glam- 
or and marked growth stocks 
caused some switching to im- 
prove yield to long term non- 
callable bonds, including mu- 
nicipal issues. At the most at- 
tractive level in decades, the 
tax exempt issues offered the 
best opportunity since f h e 
1920's to acquire long t e r m 
spendable income. 


There is flexibility of think- 


ing. Thus the senior officer 
of a New York hank, which 
had taken a cautious view on 
stocks for trust accounts in 
I9fi5, disclosed: "More re 
ccntly, starting about the mid- 
dle of May, In'many of our 
pension accounts, we have 
been stock buyers, using cur- 
rently available funds plus a 
portion of our reserves . . . 
We arc still cautious, and in 
m a k i n g recent purchases 
liave attempted to buy stocks 
of those companies w h e r e 
the o u t l o o k for earnings 
growth over the next few 
years seems to us to be fairly 
clearly defined." 


An officer in the trust divi- 


sion of a Chicago bank said 
:hat his institution still leaned 
;o common stocks for l o n g 
:crm investment, but said he 
and his associates were con- 
centrating on u n p o p u l a r 
shares, such as paper, oil, 
bank and utility stocks.

CASE HEARD 


' Washington (UPI) — An 
attorney for seven magazines 
told the Supreme Court Tues- 
day that local determination 
of obscenity standards posed 
an "intolerable burden" for 
a national publisher. 


"We cannot tolerate a situ- 


ation uhcre freedom of ex- 
pression is 
fixed by state 


lines." said counsel Emanucl 
Rcdficld. 


The New York attorney, 


who represents the magazines 
Gent, Swank, Bachelor, Caval- 
cade, Gentleman. Ace and 
Sir.'also specifically attacked 
Arkansas' obscenity law as 
unconstitutional. 


With the continuing produc- 


tion and distribution of porno- 
graphy, the high court appar- 
ently has decided during its 
present term to focus atten- 
tion on what constitutes obs- 
cenity and when it may be 
prosecuted under state laws. 


In two earlier arguments 


Monday involving New York 
and Kentucky cases. Justice 
Abe Fortas suggested that the 
seller's intent to appeal to 
prurient interests may be a 
more important factor in de- 
termining guilt than "guilty 
knowledge" of the content of 
books. 


In the case of the sex en 


magazines, Rcdfield argued 
that a n a t i o n a l publisher 
vould face an intolerable situ- 
ation if be feared "lie would 
be subject to action in every 
little loun that would decide 
for itself nhat its (obscenity) 
standards arc." 


The court took the case un- 


der advisement. 


The Arkansas cases arises 


out of an advisory bv a Pine 
Bluff, Ark., jury in 1964 which 
found the seven magazines 
obscene and ordered current 
issues destroyed.
